The seven ounce, 14 karat gold award medal was presented by Franklin 
Mint vice president Edwin S. Trautman and accepted for DeLue by N. Neil 
Harris, editor of The Numismatist and a medallic sculptor in his own right. 




150th Anniversary Medal of 
National Academy of Design 


Among DeLue's prestigious medallic 
commissions have been the National 
Academy of Design 150th anniversary 
medal, the Daughters of the American 
Revolution bicentennial medal, the 
National Medal of Science awarded by 
the President of the United States, the 
Hall of Fame for Great Americans gold 
medal, and the 50th anniversary medal 
of the National Sculpture Society. He 
also produced the dramatic and heroic 
Hall of Fame composition honoring 
Confederate General Robert E. Lee, the 
56th issue of the Society of Medalists, 
the National Commemorative Society's 
bicentennial medal, and the National 
Academy of Design sesquicentennial 
medal (of which only 27 were struck). 

His latest, the sculptor's medal for 
Brookgreen Gardens in South Carolina, 
shows a sculptor fashioning Diana, 
goddess of the night, in clay; the reverse 
shows a sculptor carving a statue of 
Jupiter holding up the sun. In this, the 
sculptor is seen using a hammer and 
chisel carving the figure in granite. The 
medal was a limited edition for 
Brookgreen Gardens' sustaining 
members. 

Despite the commissions and honors

for his medals, DeLue's numismatic art 
production has been limited to no more 
than 15 medals. DeLue tends to think 
big and generally finds medals too 
confining, the relief on a twelve inch 
model so shallow that he "can't get into 
the design." His forte is actually heroic 
sculpture in the round, and in the 
banquet presentation of the ANA award, 
Trautman alluded to DeLue's larger 


works, mentioning "The Rocket 
Thrower," theme piece for the 1965 New 
York World's Fair. The largest bronze 
statue ever cast, this 45 foot giant, 
poised to hurl a rocket into outer space, 
stands in Flushing Meadow long after 
the World's Fair buildings have 
vanished. DeLue's statues are, of 
course, not unrelated to his medal work. 
Within the confines of the medals he has 
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Donald DeLue's ability to capture "the quintessence of a monumental piece" into the 
area of a medal is vividly demonstrated in the medal honoring Robert E. Lee, created for 
the Hall of Fame for Great Americans.

created, he has consistently succeeded 
in preserving the robustness and vitality 
of his monumental works. 

I first ran into Donald DeLue's work 
when I attended the ANA convention in 
New York in 1976. During the 
convention, I visited the American 
Numismatic Society where I examined 
r medallic art and bronze medals that had 

been chosen for the Saltus Award. 
Among the prize winners, one stood out 
as strongly masculine in muscular high 
relief, yet at the same time it reflected 
k grace and beauty. On the perimeter was 

inscribed "what is man that thou art 
mindful of him" and on the reverse, an 
equally impressive male figure and "in 
the image of God created he him." The 
medal was identified as the 1957 issue 
for the Society of Medalists. 

When I returned to the ANA 
convention I asked D. Wayne Johnson, 
h the man with the answers about medals, 

about the piece that had impressed me. 
He told me the sculptor was a resident of 
Leonardo, N.J., and that perhaps I 
should get in touch with him. I did, and 
we have become good friends. 

A visit to the DeLue Studio is a

privilege and a pleasure, providing a 
liberal education in the sculptor's art. 
Here among the models for DeLue's 
statues we sat beside George 
Washington kneeling at prayer. Sir 
Winston Churchill, a bust of General 
MacArthur and dozens of allegorical 
figures while I learned about the life and 
times of Donald DeLue. 

The Washington figure, I was told, 
became a 10-foot bronze that may be 
seen at The National Freedoms 
Foundation at Valley Forge, 
commissioned by the Masonic Order of 
Pennsylvania. Another bronze, his 22 
foot U.S. Battle Monument, stands at the 
center of a colonnade overlooking the 
white crosses of Omaha Beach. Here, 
where U.S. forces first hit the beaches of 
Normandy during World War II to begin 
the push across Europe, thousands of 
American soldiers died. Today, DeLue's 
"Spirit of American Youth" keeps 
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watch, appealing to the heavens for 
strength to complete the task ahead. At 
each end of the statue's colonnade is a 
giant granite urn, also fashioned by 
DeLue. Two other statues include his 
27 foot "Quest Eternal," a figure 
signifying man's aspiration to progress, 
which was unveiled in 1969 on the 
Boston Prudential Center Plaza, and the 
"Green Beret," an impressive twelve 
foot figure of a soldier, dedicated at Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina, in 1971. 

Allegorical figures offer free 
expression of thought to the sculptor, 
but how about the discipline of 
capturing a real personality? In 
December 1975 in Gretna, La., a DeLue 
statue of Thomas Jefferson was 
dedicated to commemorate the largest 
real estate deal ever negotiated, the 
$15,000,000 purchase of the Louisiana 
Territory in 1803. The nine foot statue 
looks real enough to walk away; a 23 
inch model of it, along with a 19 inch 
model of "Washington Kneeling at 
Prayer," is presently in the White 
House. 

Two more DeLue statues may be seen 
at Gettysburg: his eleven foot bronze 
standing as a memorial to the soldiers of 
Louisiana and his eighteen foot statue 
dedicated to the memory of the soldiers 
who lost their lives representing the 
State of Mississippi in the Civil War. All 
is not peace and serenity among DeLue's 
creations, however. "The Alamo" 
shows a group in hand-to-hand combat 
with blood chilling reality. 

Other large scale works include the 
four granite panels representing Law 
and Justice and the two marble panels of 
American eagles for the courthouse in 
Philadelphia; a large marble fountain 
with a figure of Triton for the gardens of 
the Federal Reserve Bank in 
Philadelphia; the figure of The 
Alchemist for the University of 
Pennsylvania Chemistry Building; six 
large granite panels for the Harvey S. 
Firestone Memorial, Akron, Ohio; and 
two panels, Joshia Willard Gibbs and 
Benjamin Franklin, at the Carnegie 
Institute of Technology and Science 
Building.

Bom in Boston on October 5, 1897, 82 
year old Donald DeLue still works 12-14 
hours a day, reads while he eats, and 
watches such epics as the "Adams 
Chronicles" and "I, Claudius" on 
educational television. Having been a 
New Yorker most of his life, DeLue 
never had the need to learn to drive a car, 
and he and his wife, whom he married 
, as Martha Naomi Cross on his birthday 

in 1933, still keep in shape with a daily 
walk to the store. 

The DeLues now live only a few miles 
from the Atlantic Highlands which 
overlook Sandy Hook and in the 
distance New York City, undoubtedly 
the most fantastic marine view in this 
part of the world. As a history buff, 
DeLue is well aware of Sandy Hook and 
its role in the American revolution; in 
his medallic creation "Shoal Harbor" 
this awareness comes alive in a vibrant 
interpretation of the battles between the 
► colonists and the British for whaling 

rights in the Sandy Hook area. 

Honored in St. Louis for his 
numismatic art, DeLue traces his earliest 
interest in art to the stimulation he 
received when he first saw examples of 
Greek coins. Though he has produced 
relatively few medals, the sculptor says 
that he enjoys the challenge of this 
medium since it calls upon the artist to 
"bring to bear all he has learned while 
doing the big figure. Into the concept of 
^ the medal, the sculptor brings the 

design, the modeling and the detail — all 
\ condensed into the quintessence of a 

monumetal piece in miniature."

As an active participant in the world 
of sculpture, DeLue has served as the 
17th president of the National Sculpture 
Society and is currently consultant to the 
NSS quarterly publication and chairman 
for The Hall of Fame for Great 
Americans. Recognition of his artistic 
pursuits began as early as 1943 and 1944 
when he was awarded Guggenheim 
Fellowships to encourage his work. 
Since then DeLue has been granted 
many honors, which, in addition to the 
ANA's Numismatic Art Award for 
Excellence in Medallic Sculpture and the 
ANS' Saltus Award, include gold medals 
for outstanding achievements from the 
National Sculpture Society, the 
Architectural League, the Allied Artists 
of America, the American Artists 
Professional League, and the National 
Academy of Design. In fact DeLue's list 
of credits and accomplishments seems 
almost unending after a lifetime of 
artistic pursuit, but to 82 year old 
DeLue the accomplished is but a step 
toward yet another vision, a vision 
which, whether the form be large or 
small, will remain a monumental tribute 
to an extraordinary talent.

With the ANA seal, the obverse is dominated by the statue of the city's 
namesake, St. Louis IX of France, Patron Saint of King Louis XV, ruling 
monarch of the city's principal founder, Pierre LaClede. Encircling above the 
statue is the nation's tallest monument, the unique 630 foot stainless steel 
Gateway Arch. 

Central to this design are the fleur-de-lis and the river lines which symbolize 
the three national groups that influenced the establishment and develop- 
ment of the city — Spanish, German, and French. Surrounding arch-encased 
elements depict St. Louis' role in areas of westward expansion, exploration, 
technology, enterprise, industry, and science. From lower left clockwise: 
space capsule of the St. Louis-located McDonnell Douglas Corp.; Spirit of St. 
Louis and flight by Charles Lindbergh; the Casconade engine-operation of 
the first railroad west of the Mississippi; westward bound travelers in cov- 
ered wagons, mostly assembled and supplied at St. Louis; and the famous 
Mississippi river boats.

The obverse is devoted wholly to a portrait of George Washington in military 
attire. The portrait is adapted from one appearing in the U.S. Capitol, over 
the doorway of a room adjoining the Senate Appropriations Committee 
Hearing Room. The painting was done in 1909 by Carl Rakeman, a noted 
painter, fresco artist, etcher, and also the son of an artist associated with the 
famous Brumidi, who did most of the art in our Capitol. The sculptor's 
initials, lk, are beneath the bust. 

The central element is the Washington Monument, encircled by American 
flags at its base. Flanking the monument is the ANA seal at left and the U.S. 
Capitol building at right. The flag of the District of Columbia is unfurled 
behind the three main elements. The designer's initials, bhh, are at the right 
of the monument.

The obverse is dominated by the shape of the state of Louisiana upon which 
is superimposed the figure from the Bienville Monument of Jean Baptiste le 
Moyne de Bienville, founder of New Orleans; the St. Louis Cathedral, one of 
the most famous landmarks of the city, named for St. Louis the 9th, the 
Patron Saint of New Orleans; and "A Streetcar Named Desire," which im- 
mortalized the streetcar in New Orleans. The ANA seal is in the field at right 
with a border around the circumference taken from the famous ironwork 
found on the balconies throughout "La Vieux Carr£," the original French 
name for New Orleans' French Quarter. 

Acentral device isamapof "La Vieux Carr£," belowwhich isa representation 
of the Mississippi River. Behind these elements is a fleur-de-lis-crested, 
ribboned staff, symbolic of France. A crescent represents New Orleans as the 
"Crescent City," so-called because of the bend in the river encircling the city 
in the form of a crescent. It is also the heraldic symbol found on the coat-of- 
arms of the Le Moyne family and is carved on the base of the Bienville 
Monument. From lower left clockwise in the field are the International T rade 
Mart, symbolizing the modern New Orleans; a carnival float depicting the 
pre-Lenten festival of Mardi Gras; the former U.S. Mint in New Orleans; a 
trumpet representing New Orleans as a center for jazz music; and a steam- 
boat symbolic of the abundance of steamers which were an important means 
of transportation on the Mississippi River.

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■ In the November issue, page 2436, the 
death of former member 15924, Father 
Edward M. Catich, was reported. Fr. 
Catich was a serious collector but he 
shunned publicity and activity in 
numismatic organizations. As an artist 
and an outstanding calligrapher he did 
design the badge for the 1955 ANA con- 
vention held in Omaha. The die was 
produced by ANA member Edmund R. 
Becker and the 500 badges were struck 
by the Green Duck Company in 
Chicago. 


■ Among the memorabilia of the As- 
sociation that are tucked away in a vault 
in the Colorado Springs headquarters is 
a little booklet with the subtitle: "Offi- 
cial Publication No. 1." It is dated 1891 
and bears the imprint: Worcester: Gil- 
bert G. Davis, Printer. 38 & 44 Front St. 
The size is 3V2 x 5 inches; there are 30 
pages, plus the heavy brown paper 
cover. 

No, it is not the first copy of The 
Numismatist ; that was dated Sep- 
tember-October, 1888, and it was pri- 
vately published — not then the "official 
publication." The 1891 booklet is titled: 
"Constitution and By-Laws of The 
American Numismatic Association." In 
addition it contains a list of the officers 
and committees, names and addresses 
of the 60 charter members, and 19 ad- 
vertisements. Only one of those deal- 
ers, Scott Stamp and Coin Company, is 
still in business, but it now deals in 
philatelic material only. 

Those who lean toward nostalgia 
could enjoy the booklet from cover to 
cover. One dealer offered 100 different 


coins "from every quarter of the Globe, 
including some over 1800 years old, 
only $5." The officers included a 
"Superintendent of Exchange" and a 
"Counterfeit Detector." According to 
Section 7 of Article V of the Constitu- 
tion, the latter "shall pass upon the 
genuineness of all coins, medals and 
tokens." 

The preceding quotation brings us to 
my particular interest in the 88-year old 
booklet: the constitution and bylaws. 
Having been involved for some years 
with attempting to revise the bylaws (we 
haven't had a constitution since August 
1946) to the satisfaction of changing 
members of the board, I appreciate the 
simplicity, the concision, the lack of 
complexity of those first rules. By con- 
tinuously patchingthem piecemeal they 
are now afflicted with verbosity, com- 
plication and disorderliness. 

Let me give you one specific example. 
The final provision of the 1891 bylaws, 
and the only reference to disciplinary 
action against members, is as follows: 
"Any member guilty of dishonest prac- 
tices or improper conduct may be ex- 
pelled by a majority vote of the Associa- 
tion." It seems to me that those 19 
words cover the subject pretty well. By 
contrast, however, today's bylaws, in 
three different articles, require 1095 
words to deal with it. 

For what it's worth, my suggestion is 
that the board arrange for overdue 
major surgery on our official rules of 
conduct. Cut out the gibberish, re- 
structure the pertinent material in an 
orderly manner, and then stop the con- 
stant tinkering and tampering to satisfy 
personal whims. 
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Welcome to the eleventh annual ad- 
venture into nostalgia as we review the 
pages of The Numismatist half a century 
ago. 

There is an interesting coincidence 
which I noted concerning 1929 and 1979 
which I have not as yet heard mentioned 
as I write this story. In July of 1929 large 
size paper currency was replaced by 
small size notes, and by 1931, when I 
started my banking career as a teller, 
large size notes had already become 
obsolete. Now in July of 1979 the large 
dollar coin was replaced by the smaller 
Susan B. Anthony mini-dollar, a transi- 
tion which took place almost fifty years 
to the day that we reduced the size of 
our paper money. 

Another general observation . . . 
many of the best articles that appeared 
in the 1929 volume of The Numismatist 
were originally prepared as papers read 
at an ANAannual convention. This isthe 
case with "Why We Collect Medals" by 
George A. Pipes that appeared in the 
January issue. Presented by Mr. Pipes as 
a paper at the August 1928 convention 
held in Rochester, New York, this 
stimulating piece should have helped to 
convert many collectors of coins into 
collectors of medals, especially since 
most medals were inexpensive at the 
time. 

D.C. Wismer's descriptive list of ob- 
solete United States paper money, 
which started in The Numismatist in 
June 1922, continued throughout 1929, 
covering only part of New Jersey and 
New York State. In addition, our Mr. 
Wismer wrote a most interesting article, 
"Scott's Nine Hundred, United States 
Cavalry," which appeared in the January 
issue. The author, both a student of and 
a dealer in obsolete paper money, re- 
searched the 50 and 100 sutler's 
shinplasters of this regiment (a cavalry 
regiment consisted of 900 officers and 
men). Also in this issue were pictured 
and described the first coins of the Free 
State of Ireland issued in 1928 and gen- 
erally referred to as the "barnyard" set. 
This eight piece set by Percy Metcalf is 
beautiful in its simplicity of design. 

Finally, the January issue announced

the formation of The Society of 
Medalists by George D. Pratt, Robert W. 
De Forestand Alexander B. Trowbridge, 
under the auspices of The American 
Federation of Arts, with Herbert Adams 
and James Earle Fraser as professional 
advisers. The plans called for a 
minimum of 1,000 members, with dues 
to be a nominal $8 a year. Each year 
members were to receive two bronze 
medals specially created by "American 
sculptors of the highest rank," with a 
range of subjects to include natural 
history, sports, conservation, forestry, 
aviation, architecture and similar sub- 
jects. Those of us interested in medal 
collecting know that after fifty years, 
The Society of Medalists has made a 
major contribution in developing artis- 
tic talent in the field of medallic art and 
produced almost one hundred beau- 
tiful medals. 

A most informative article, "The 
Holey' Dollar of Prince Edward Island," 
by R.L. Reid of Vancouver, B.C., was 
featured in the February issue. The au- 
thor describes Prince Edward Island, 
discovered by Jacques Cartier in 1534, as 
the smallest and one of the earliest 
provinces to be settled in Canada. He 
also informs us that because the center 
plug of the Island's five shilling piece 
was larger than it needed to be, al- 
though valued at one shilling it con- 
tained more than a shilling's worth of

silver. Realizing the value of the plugs, a 
wily Scotsman named Birnie bought up 
all he could and sent them to England to 
be sold for old silver. Unfortunately for 
Birnie, the ship carrying the silver 
pieces sank, and as a result the one shil- 
ling plug is a rarity today, commanding a 
higher price than the five shilling holey 
dollar. 

Another February article that I found 
"fun" reading was the "Spectacular 
Career of Joachim Murat" by Dudley 
Butler. The subtitle, "From Waiter to 
King of Naples," tells the plot. This 
dashing, audacious, young general was 
a good soldier, whose career under 
Napoleon was assured when he married 


Caroline Bonaparte, Napoleon's sister. 
However, Murat's meteoric career 
ended as abruptly as it started — in front 
of a firing squad. The article could well 
have been entitled "From King to 
Corpse in Seven Years." 

Another interesting numismatic 
event chronicled in The Numismatist 
involved Farran Zerbe, one of the deans 
of American numismatics and former 
president of ANA. In 1928 Zerbe sold his 
gigantic collection of world money and 
money substitutes to The Chase Na- 
tional Bank, after which the bank hired 
him as curator of the collection. Various 
issues during 1929 kept us abreast of the 
promotional activities used to bring 
collectors and tourists to the New York 
City museum set up to display the col- 
lection. It is interesting to observe that 
here, too, after half a century, the col- 
lection was recently dismantled, with 
part given to the Smithsonian Institute 
and part to the American Numismatic 
Society. You might recall that the so- 
called Rosenthal specimen 1804 silver 
dollar was presented in 1978 to the 
American Numismatic Society by the 
Chase Manhattan Bank, successor to 
the Chase National Bank. 

A thought provoking and most studi- 
ous article appeared in the March issue. 
"The Revolutionary Coins of Ghent, 
Dated 1488 to 1490, and Their Counter- 
part in American Numismatics" by 
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Charles N. Schmall of New York City 
gave us a resume of the events that led 
the city of Ghent to issue coins bearing 
slogans with great propaganda value. 
These he described and many he pic- 
tured. Those of you who have the March 
1929 issue should reread this article, as it 
might stimulate someone with desire, 
drive and time to make an in-depth 
study of slogans on coins of the world. 

Our old friend O.P. Eklund of 
Spokane, Washington, who, as I have 
written in past years, had authored such 
articles as "Copper Coins of Spain" and 
"Copper Coins of Mexico, Central 
America and South America," in 1929 
gives us a listing of "Copper Coins of 
Portugal" (including her colonies in Af- 
rica and India) from the reign of 
Emanuel I (1495-1521) up to the present. 
Until Eklund came along, minor coins of 
most countries were a neglected series. 
It took the patience and skill of this 
self-educated laborer and carpenter to 
assemble, describe and determine the 
rarity of many minor coins of the world. 
Today we know that the little four room 
house he built for himself was chock- 
full of minor coins that he assembled 
over a period of many years. 

That master in the art of self-promo- 
tion (and also in promoting the 1913 
Liberty Head nickel), B. Max Mehl, had 


over five pages of editorial material 
about himself and four pages of pictures 
of his offices in the March issue. If I had 
been an advertiser fifty years ago I 
would have screamed about unfair 
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competition. One thing you can say 
about B. Max ... he didn't know the 
meaning of the word "modesty." 

On the inside cover page of the April 
issue appeared a full page announce- 
ment of S.H. Chapman, in which Mr. 
Chapman announced his retirement 
from the coin business. One of the 
giants of numismatics of the past cen- 
tury, Samuel Hudson Chapman, along 
with his younger brother, Henry, 
started in the coin business in Philadel- 
phia in 1875 when S.H. was only 18 years 
of age and Henry only 15 years old. Prior 
to starting his own firm, this young 
Philadelphian worked for John W. 
Haseltine, the foremost dealer of his 
day. After some thirty years the 
partnership of the two brothers was 
dissolved and both operated indepen- 
dently. S.H. died in 1931, while Henry 
continued to be active in numismatics 
until his death in 1935. The Chapmans 
conducted many great auction sales 
over the years and their catalogs are 
highly prized today. 

The outstanding article in the April 
issue was a scholarly and succinct story 
entitled "The Coinage and Currency of 
Australia" by J. Hunt Deacon of 
Adelaide, South Australia. In this article 
the social, economic and political de- 
velopment of the area (including New 
Zealand and Tasmania) is discussed, 
leading to the various types of money 
and money substitutes used to alleviate 
the economic problems. Of interest is 
the fact that the Spanish milled dollars, 
used to make the "holey dollars" of 


Prince Edward Island halfway around 
the world, were also used at about the 
same time to make the "holey dollars" 
of New South Wales. I also find it most 
unusual that Mother England estab- 
lished a branch of the Royal Mint in 
Sydney in 1853, while not establishing 
one in Canada until 1908. Economically 
it would appear that it would have been 
more feasible the other way around. 
After relishing Mr. Deacon's article I 
was not unduly surprised to learn that 
he was the curator of the numismatic 
section of the Art Gallery of Adelaide. 

In the May issue Wismer's list of ob- 
solete currency described notes of the 
City of New York. The Commercial Bank 
of New York, incorporated April 28, 
1834, with $500,000, listed notes with de- 
nominations of $11, $12, $13, $14, $20, 
$500 and $1000, with the notation," Have 
no description, "following each. On this 
point I could help out Mr. Wismer, 
since I have seen the first four notes 
mentioned. They are the property of the 
Western Reserve Historical Society of 
Cleveland, Ohio, and all four are proof 
specimens. 

This issue also pictured two new 
French coins introduced in 1929. The 
first was a silver 10 franc piece, worth 
about 300 when issued and about $15 
today in new condition . The second was 
a gold 100 franc coin, which is extremely 
rare as only 15 pieces were claimed to 
have been struck. Its value has in- 
creased from about $3 to $3,000 in un- 
circulated condition. 

A subject well-known to most of us 
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French 100 Francs 


was discussed in detail by Harrold E. 
Gillingham in the June issue. Its title was 
"Counterfeiting in Colonial Days," al- 
though the article placed more em- 
phasis on the penalties of counterfeit- 
ing than on the methods used to create 
the counterfeits. This issue also alerted 
its readers to expect the release around 
July 1 of the new smaller size paper 
currency that was being produced and 
stockpiled until sufficient quantities 
had been engraved to supply the needs

of every bank and its customers. At that 
time the government assumed that it 
would take about seven years for the 
larger size bills to be withdrawn from 
circulation and be replaced with the 
new mini-bills. But as I previously 
stated, within two years the larger size 
bills were already obsolete. 

The June issue also described some 
new foreign issues, one being the Ger- 
man 3 mark silver coin commemorating 
the Waldeck-Prussian union. In the ad- 
vertising section B. Max Mehl offered 
this coin for sale for $1.50; today it is a 
bargain at one hundred times that price. 
Another ad brought a chuckle. Barney 
Bluestone of Syracuse, New York, of- 
fered red uncirculated 1909 S-VDB one 
cent pieces for 200 each, and you had 
your choice of a variety that had the "S" 
under the "O" in the date or between 
the "9" and the "O." 

Among the new members admitted to 
membership on July 1, 1929, one par- 
ticularly stands out. His name was David 
M. Bullowa. This outstanding numis- 
matist was only 17 years old at the time, 
having been born on February 12, 1912. 
By 1931 he had become a regular con- 
tributor to this magazine and at one

time acted as its assistant editor. Had he 
lived a normal life span he might still be 
contributing to The Numismatist and 
our hobby, but in spite of his untimely 
passing at age 41 , he managed to author 
an excellent monograph on United 
States Commemorative Half Dollars and 
write 32 articles for this publication. Had 
he lived, I believe he would today rank 
with such great American numismatists 
as Howland Wood, Edward T. Newell, 
Baumann L. Belden, Sydney P. Noe, Dr. 
John S. Davenport, Eric P. Newman and 
Walter H. Breen. 

Nothing noteworthy was seen in the 
August issue, but what was lacking 
there was more than made up in Sep- 
tember. First, there is a fascinating arti- 
cle entitled "The Story of the Bechtler 
Gold Coinage." The story, a reprint 
from the Charlotte (N.C.) Observer by 
Clarence Griffin, tells of the develop- 
ment of gold mining in North Carolina 
and how it reached its peak at the time 
of the settling of the Bechtler family, 
formerly of Germany, in Rutherford 
County, N.C. Second, an old friend, 
Waldo C. Moore, self-appointed histo- 
rian concerning broken bank notes and 
other obsolete paper currency of Ohio, 
wrote an interesting story of the notes 
of Seneca County Bank of Tiffin, Ohio. 
Moore, a banker from Lewisburg, Ohio, 
has proved with his writings that he 
would have made an excellent inves- 
tigative reporter. And in a third in- 
teresting article, Dr. Hans Nussbaum of 
Frankfort-am-Main, Germany, wrote 
"Heidelberg on Coins and Medals." 


As was usual, the issue for October 
was primarily devoted to reporting on 
the annual convention, which had been 
held in Chicago, August 24-29, at the 
Congress Hotel. The list of those regis- 
tered numbered 98, but since this list 
included some wives, we must con- 
clude that the members in attendance 
numbered no more than 90. Consider- 
ing that the total membership at the 
time was only 1125, the percentage in 
attendance was good. The breakdown 
in membership might be of interest to 
the readers: active members, 1,065; life 
members, 29; honorary members, 6; 
corporate members, 24; and com- 
plimentary, 1, equaling 1,125 total. 

A name that will be recognized by 
many of you is William A. Philpott, Jr. In 
1929, this distinguished Texan had just 
been elected to the ANA Board of Gov- 
ernors, and in the November issue, he 
wrote the first of many articles that he 
would write for The Numismatist over a 
period of years. This particular article, 
"Paper Money of the Republic of 
Texas," was originally presented at the 
Chicago convention as a paper. Phil- 
pott's fine numismatic studies, mainly 
in the field of paper money, continued 
until the early 1970's. 

The principal article to appear in the 
final issue of the year was entitled 
"Notes on the Coins of the Period of the 
National Migrations" by Dr. Hans 
Nussbaum of Frankfurt-am-Main, Ger- 
many. You may recall that the good 
doctor had written an article earlier in 
the year concerning the medals and 
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coins of Heidelberg. This later, well-il- 
lustrated, scholarly piece describes the 
coins of the Vandals, Ostrogoths, Lom- 
bards, Visigoths, Burgundians and 
Franks. 

As those of you who have read my 
reminiscings for the past decade know, 

I always end up with a section I call EAT 
YOUR HEART OUT, quoting prices for 
coins, medals and paper money as indi- 
cated by the advertisements. In 1929, a 
five piece 1915 Panama-Pacific set in 
case of issue was offered for $410, while 
a choice $1 gold piece from the set was 
for sale for $3.75. Uncirculated fifty cent 
commemoratives were as follows: 
Missouri 2*4, $4.00; Alabama (plain), 
$1.75; Bennington, Vermont, 90£; 
Hawaii, $4.50. The Isabella quarter was 
for sale for $1 .25 and the Lafayette dollar 
for $3.25. 

An uncirculated 1907 Roman Numeral 
double eagle was offered at $24, while a 
proof $3 gold piece of 1881 could be 
purchased for $22.50. And check these 
prices against the Red Book . . . proof 
flying eagle cents of 1856, 1857 and 1858 
were offered at $16.50, $3.50 and $3.50 
respectively. As for the 1858, you could 
have either large or small letter varieties 
for the same price. A few choice British 
sets were also advertised: the 1902 Ed- 
ward VII coronation short set (£1 told) 
sandblast proofs had an asking price of 
$18, while the silver proofs issued for 
Victoria's Jubilee, 1887, were offered at 
$ 6 . 

Finally, for $200 you could have ac- 
quired complete proof sets (no gold) of 
the years 1857, 1874, 1875, 1876, 1879, 



1880, 1883 through 1909, 1911, 1913 and 
1914 — thirty-six sets in all. The 32nd 
edition of A Guide Book of United 
States Coins values that lot at $112,505 ! 

As I remember, the 1929 issues of The 
Numismatist pictured and described 
more new medals than new coins, while 
the advertisements offered the readers 
many more coins than medals. And the 
ads offered U.S. commemoratives more 
than any other series, with prices gen- 
erally lower in 1929 than in 1928. It's 
ironic! For here in 1979 I contend that 
U.S. commemoratives are still under- 
priced. If I could only be around to see 
the prices in 2029. . . . 
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Giving to the 

American Numismatic Association

Motivated by social, moral, or economic reasons, many indi- 
viduals combine tax savings with philanthropy. Private philan- 
thropy performs a vital role in our democratic system of private 
enterprise. By supporting experiments into new and untried 
ventures, encouraging unusual or radical attitudes, and pro- 
viding assistance to social institutions like the Church which 
should be free of government influence, philanthropy serves to 
initiate progressive thought and action and further enriches the 
pluralism of our social order. 


Contributions to organizations like 
the ANA which fall under the qualifica- 
tion outlined in the Internal Revenue 
Code Section 501(c) (which include 
charities, educational and scientific in- 
stitutions) are deductible from a tax- 
payer's adjusted gross income, which 
means, of course, that taxpayers should 
be sure to make charitable contribu- 
tions in years in which they have 
enough itemized deductions to exceed 
their standard deduction. In general, a 
charitable contribution is worth the 
marginal tax bracket rate of an indi- 
vidual; for example, if you are in the 
40% marginal tax bracket, a $1000 con- 
tribution to the ANA is worth $400 on 
your income tax return. 

General Provisions 

There are certain limitations imposed 
upon charitable contributions made by 
an individual. These limitations are 
quite complex, and in order to ap- 
preciate them, you must first under- 
stand that there are two types of 501(c) 
organizations: the public organization 
and the private organization. Gifts to 
public organizations qualify for the 50 
percent ceiling; to such public organi- 
zations an individual can deduct up to 
50 percent of his "contribution base," 
and contributions in excess of this ceil- 
ing can be carried over for the next five 
tax years. A person's "contribution 
base" is his adjusted gross income dis- 
regarding any net operating loss car- 


ryback. Section 501(c) organizations 
qualifying for the 50 percent ceiling in- 
clude the ANA, most churches, Ameri- 
can Red Cross, United Fund, Boy 
Scouts, Salvation Army, and many other 
well-known charities and institutions. 
Ask the potential organization if con- 
tributions to them qualify for a deduc- 
tion when you are in doubt. Merely be- 
cause an organization is tax exempt 
does not automatically mean it is qual- 
ified to fall under Section 501(c). 

All other qualified organizations 
which are not in the 50 percent bracket 
are 20 percent organizations. These 20 
percent organizations are private foun- 
dations or organizations (for example 
the Crumbley Foundation) but not pri- 
vate operation foundations. Gifts to 20 
percent organizations are deductible up 
to the lesser of 20 percent of the tax- 
payer's contribution base, or 50 percent 
of his contribution base minus con- 
tributions to 50 percent organizations 
(including carryovers of such contribu- 
tions and with no reduction for the 30 
percent ceiling on appreciated prop- 
erty). For example, if a person contrib- 
utes 38 percent of his contribution base 
to a 50 percent organization (for exam- 
ple, a church), his contributions to 20 
percent organizations are deductible 
only up to 12 percent of his contribution 
base. Furthermore, he is not allowed to 
carry over any excess gifts to 20 percent 
organizations. 
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Contribution of Appreciated Property 

There are three sets of tax rules for all 
contributions of appreciated property 
(that is, all property which would give 
rise to any gain if sold, such as coin 
collections, stocks, bonds, stamp col- 
lections, and antiques): 

(1) Ordinary income-type property; 

(2) Tangible personal capital gain 
property, and contributions of capital 
gain property to certain private foun- 
dations; and 

(3) Appreciated capital gain property. 
Property whose appreciation would 

not be all long-term capital gain to the 
contributor, if he sold it at its fair market 
value on the date it was contributed, 
falls into this first category of ordinary 
income-type property. For charitable 
contribution of any property which 
gives rise to any ordinary income ap- 
preciation on disposition, the prop- 
erty's fair market value on the date of 
contribution is reduced by the amount 
of the ordinary income appreciation in 
order to determine the deductible 
amount. Inventory, letters and 
memoranda given by a person who pre- 
pared them or for whom they were pre- 
pared, and works of art donated by the 
artist who created them fall within this 
category. For example, a person pur- 
chases rare coins in 1978 for $2,500 and 
contributes them to a church four 
months later when they are worth 
$4,000. Since the $1,500 of appreciation 
is short-term gain, his charitable de- 
duction is only $2,500 ($4,000 - $1,500). 
If, however, the coins were held at least 
12 months and one day and then contrib- 
uted to the church, this transaction 
would fall within the third category, and 
there would be no reduction in the ap- 
preciation. 

Obviously, an individual should avoid 
gifts of short-term and ordinary income 
property to 501(c) organizations 
whenever possible. An individual 
should leave this type of property to an 
organization in his will in order to ob- 
tain a full estate tax deduction. Or else, 
he may wish to leave the property to his 
children, who will get a possible fresh 


start step-up in their tax basis, and they 
can then give the property to a qualified 
organization and obtain a larger income 
deduction. 

Into the second category fall two 
types of transactions. First, if the asset 
contributed is tangible personal prop- 
erty, its utilization by the recipient or- 
ganization must be directly related to 
the exempt function of the organization 
in order to qualify for the full deduction. 
If not directly related to the exempt 
function of the organization, then the 
deduction is limited to cost plus 60 per- 
cent of the appreciation for noncorpo- 
rate donors. (The percentage becomes 
39.13 percent for corporate donors.) For 
example, a coin collection has a cost 
basis of $2,500 and a fair market value of 
$4,000. The collection was held three 
years and then given to a church which 
sells it in order to use the proceeds. 
Since the collection is not directly re- 
lated to the exempt function of the 
church, the deduction would be limited 
to a cost of $2,500p/us 60 percent of the 
appreciation, $900 — a total deduction 
of $3,400. However, if the collection was 
donated to ANA to be used for display 
purposes, the donor would be entitled 
to a larger $4,000 deduction. 

Thus, whether a contribution is for an 
"unrelated use" or "directly related 
use" to a 501(c) organization is very im- 
portant to a taxpayer. The term "unre- 
lated use" means a use which is unre- 
lated to the purpose or function con- 
stituting the basis of the organization's 
tax exemption. For instance, if a coin 
collection contributed to an educa- 
tional institution is used by that organi- 
zation for educational purposes by 
being placed in its library for display and 
study by the students, the use is not an 
unrelated use. But if the collection is 
sold and the proceeds used by the or- 
ganization for education purposes, the 
use of the property is an "unrelated 
use." If, however, acollection is contrib- 
uted to a charitable organization or 
governmental unit, and the donee sells 
or otherwise disposes of only an insub- 
stantial portion of the collection, the 
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use could still be considered "related." 
Obviously, potential donors of ap- 
preciated tangible personal property 
must match the item of property to be 
given with the appropriate recipient or- 
ganization. 

A second type of transaction will 
cause a 40 percent reduction in the ap- 
preciation of appreciated property. If 
capital gain property is given to a private 
foundation ( not a private operating 
foundation or community foundation) 
which does not make qualifying dis- 
tributions equal to the amount of such 
contributions within two and one-half 
months after the close of the year, then 
the deduction is limited to the prop- 
erty's fair market value minus 40 percent 
of the appreciation. 

Directly Related to Exempt Function 

A third category involves the con- 
tribution to a 501(c) organization of ap- 
preciated capital gain property which is 
directly related to the exempt function 
of the organization. Capital gain prop- 
erty is a capital asset which, if sold at the 
time contributed, would give rise only 
to long-term capital gain. Property used 
in a trade or business, coins, stamps, 
antiques, art work, etc., qualifies as 
capital gain property. When a taxpayer 
contributes such property to a qualified 
organization, his deduction ceiling is 


reduced to 30 percent for the property 
rather than the normal 50 percent, un- 
less the taxpayer makes a special elec- 
tion to reduce the amount of his con- 
tribution. In other words, the total 
amount of contribution of capital gain 
property considered for deduction 
purposes for any tax year cannot exceed 
30 percent of the taxpayer's contribu- 
tion base (generally adjusted gross in- 
come). When an individual makes a 
special election his deduction ceiling 
remains at 50 percent along with a 50 
percent carryover, but the taxpayer may 
deduct only the capital gain property's 
basis plus 60 percent of any apprecia- 
tion. 

For example, assume that Chuck 
Charitable, who has a $10,000 adjusted 
gross income, makes a charitable con- 
tribution of part of his coin collection to 
the ANA for display purposes during 
1979. The portion of the collection con- 
tributed has a tax basis of $2,000 but is 
valued at $10,000 on the date of con- 
tribution. Under the general rule he has 
made a contribution of $10,000. During 
1979 Chuck may deduct $3,000 (30%x 
$10,000), which leaves him a contribu- 
tion carryover of $7,000 (but subject to 
the 30 percent carryover rule). On the 
other hand, if Chuck so desires, he may 
elect to have his contribution be $6,000 
($2,000 basis plus 50 percent of $8,000 
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appreciation). Here he could deduct 
$5,000 during 1978 (50% x $10,000) with a 
contribution carryover of $1,000 (sub- 
ject to the 50 percent carryover rule). A 
taxpayer probably would not elect the 
50 percent rule where he makes a con- 
tribution of highly appreciated capital 
gain property, and, of course, a tax- 
payer who owns property worth sub- 
stantially less than its cost basis should 
sell it and then contribute the proceeds 
to the organization. 

If a person contributes any property 
to a 501(c) organization and pays an ap- 
praisal fee to someone in order to de- 
termine the fair market value of his 
property, the appraisal expenses are 
deductible from his adjusted gross in- 
come, provided he itemizes his deduc- 
tions and does not use the standard de- 
duction. 

Determining Value of the Collection 

One major problem in figuring con- 
tribution deductions is the determina- 
tion of the fair market value of a donated 
coin collection. The law indicates that 
the value is the amount for which the 
material could be sold between a 
reasonable buyer and a reasonable sell- 
er (within a reasonable period of time). 
But do you use the value as shown in the 
Red Book, the "grey sheets," Coin 
World trends, or some other authorita- 
tive source? 

In determining the economic values 
of coins, it is important to determine 
their value in the highest market. An 
illustration can be helpful. Some time 
ago, a collector had a collection of 
oriental coins that he wanted to sell. He 
took the collection to a local dealer who 
said, "There is not much demand for 
oriental coins around here. I can only 
give you $50." However, the collector 
looked in the Coin World Almanac and 
found two American-based oriental 
coin societies: Oriental Numismatic 
Society and Society for Oriental 
Numismatics. He wrote to them and 
they advised him to advertise the col- 
lection in their publications. He did and 
was able to sell the collection im- 
mediately for a very good price. As can 


be seen from this illustration, coins are 
worth more when they are sold in the 
proper market. 

Another factor to be considered is 
that a coin collection is almost always 
worth more if it is broken down into 
many different lots — with each lot sold 
separately in the proper market. If a 
collector has a world-wide collection, 
he should break it down properly and 
sell the Israel coins as one lot. The 
Confederate money should be sold 
separately as another lot, probably 
through a different dealer, and if there 
is paper money, it could be sold sepa- 
rately through the Banknote Reporter. A 
collection that is broken down properly 
and sold in separate markets often 
brings many times as much as a collec- 
tion that is not broken down at all. 

Thus, the fair market value of a col- 
lection depends to a great extent on 
where and how it is sold. For instance, if 
we assume that a collector has a coin 
collection that he wishes to contribute 
to an organization, the hypothetical 
"market value" of the collection might 


be as follows: 

Sold to a neighborhood dealer $100 

Listed in "grey-sheets" 125 

Sold at public auction as one lot 150 

Listed in Red Book 175 

Subdivided into 5 lots and sold 

through different auctions 200 


The hypothetical "market price" should 
no doubt be the highest of these fig- 
ures. 

Proofs and Records 

What proof of use should a taxpayer 
maintain? First, government regulations 
state that he may establish that the con- 
tributed property is not in fact put to an 
unrelated use by the 501(c) organiza- 
tion. Or second, he may establish that at 
the time of the contribution it is reason- 
able to anticipate that the property will 
not be put to an unrelated use by the 
organization. For example, in the case 
of a gift of a coin collection to a 
museum, if the donated coins are of a 
general type normally retained by such 
museum, it is reasonable for the tax- 
payer to anticipate (unless he has actual 
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knowledge to the contrary) that the 
coins will not be put to an unrelated use 
by the museum, whether or not the 
coins are later sold or exchanged by the 
organization. 

If a taxpayer makes a charitable con- 
tribution of appreciated property and 
claims a deduction in excess of $200, he 
must attach to his tax return the follow- 
ing information: 

(1) Name and address of the organi- 
zation to which the contribution was 
made; 

(2) The date of the actual contribu- 
tion; 

(3) A detailed description of the 
property along with the conditions of 
the property; 

(4) The manner of acquisition (for 
example, purchase, gift, inheritance, 
etc.); 

(5) The fair market value of the prop- 
erty along with the method utilized in 
determining the fair market value and 
if there was an appraisal, a copy of the 
signed report of the appraiser; 

(6) The cost or adjusted basis of the 
property; 

(7) Where the deduction is re- 
duced by any of the appreciation, 
the reduced amount; 

(8) Any agreement or understanding 
between the taxpayer and the organi- 
zation; and 

(9) The total amount claimed as a de- 
duction for the next year. 

Any deduction for a charitable con- 
tribution must be substantiated, when 
required by the district director of the 
Internal Revenue Service, by a state- 
ment from the organization to which 
the contribution was made indicating 
whether the organization is a domestic 
organization, the name and address of 
the contributor, the amount of the con- 
tribution, the date of actual receipt of 
the contribution, and such other infor- 
mation as the district director may deem 
necessary. When the property has a fair 
market value in excess of $200 at the 
time of receipt, the statement must also 
indicate for each item its location, if it is 
retained by the organization; the 


amount received by the organization of 
any sale of the property and the date of 
sale; or, in case of any other disposition 
of the property, the method of disposi- 
tion. The statement should indicate the 
use of the property by the organization 
and whether or not is is used for a pur- 
pose or function constituting the basis 
for the organization's exemption from 
income tax under Internal Revenue 
Code Section 501(c), or in the case of a 
governmental unit, whether or not it is 
used exclusively for public purposes. 

Testamentary Contributions 

An individual may not be willing to 
make a charitable contribution to ANA 
during his lifetime; instead, the indi- 
vidual may wish to place the contribu- 
tion in his will, to be executed upon his 
death. If such a testamentary contribu- 
tion is made, the decedent will obtain a 
deduction on his Federal estate tax re- 
turn. However, since a gift to a qualified 
organization made during one's lifetime 
is deductible from one's income tax, a 
testamentary contribution is less bene- 
ficial because the income tax deduction 
is lost. But one advantage of deferring 
the gift until death is that the maximum 
marital deduction may also be in- 
creased. 

An estate tax charitable deduction is 
unlimited; an individual can give his 
entire estate to a 501(c) organization. 
[Under state law a surviving spouse 
and/or children may be entitled to a 
share of your estate. Obtain competent 
advice if you plan to disinherit your 
heirs.] A testamentary contribution is 
not subject to the 20%, 30%, or 50% 
restrictions which are applicable to the 
income tax deduction; in general the 
estate tax deduction is allowable to the 
extent of the fair market value of the 
donated property, and the deduction is 
not reduced by the amount (or part) of 
the gain that would have resulted from a 
sale of the asset. 

If a person leaves cash or other assets 
outright in his will to the ANA or some 
other qualified organization, his estate 
will receive the expected deduction. If 
the contribution is other than cash, the 
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amount of the deduction is based upon 
the fair market value. The deduction 
cannot exceed the actual value of the 
assets included in the decedent's gross 
estate. 

If you are thinking of making a chari- 
table contribution through your will, be 
sure to identify the organization accu- 
rately by its exact corporate name. You 
can then specify that your gift be used 
for a specific purpose, or make an out- 
right gift to the organizaiton without in- 
dicating a specific purpose. 

Charitable Remainder Interest 

The law has restricted the right to 
make gifts to 501 (c) organizations and at 
the same time retain control or enjoy- 
ment of the property. At present a re- 
mainder interest is deductible only if it 
takes three forms: an annuity trust, a 
unitrust, or a pool income fund. Essen- 
tially you arrange for the organization to 
pay income to you and/or to your wife 
on the amount of your contribution as 
long as you live, with the property be- 
longing to the charity on your death. 
While it is beyond the scope of this arti- 
cle to provide all of the rules about 
these three charitable remainder trusts, 
any charitable organization should be 
willing to provide you with the neces- 
sary forms and explanations. A short 
explanation of the three varieties, how- 
ever, should give you an indication of 
the advantages of each. 

Charitable remainder annuity trust is 
a trust that is to pay its income ben- 
eficiary (or beneficiaries) a specific sum 
which is not less than 5 percent of the 
initial fair market value of all property 
placed in the trust. At the death of the 
income beneficiary, or at the end of a 
term of years (not greater than 20years), 
the remainder interest must be paid to a 
qualified organization. 

Charitable remainder unitrust is a 
trust that is to pay the income be- 
neficiary (or beneficiaries) a fixed per- 
centage which is not less than 5 percent 
of the net fair market value of its assets 
(as valued annually). There are two ex- 
ceptions. The trust instrument may pro- 
vide (1) that the trustee is to pay the 


income beneficiary for any year an 
amount of trust income, where this 
amount is less than the portion required 
to be distributed by the particular un- 
itrust, and (2) that the trustee is to pay the 
beneficiary an amount of trust income 
in excess of that required to be distrib- 
uted to the extent he paid less than 
that portion in prior years because of 
the requirement to pay only the amount 
of the trust income. 

Pooled income fund is similar to a 
charitable remainder trust except that 
the donor's irrevocable gifts are com- 
mingled with similar contributions in a 
fund maintained by the organization to 
which the remainder interest is contrib- 
uted. This fund must meet six strict 
rules. 

There are two exceptions for a future 
interest contribution. First, an indi- 
vidual can retain a life estate in a per- 
sonal residence or a farm and still give 
the remainder to the ANA or another 
qualified organization upon his death. 
Here the individual can obtain a sig- 
nificant charitable deduction on his in- 
come tax return. Second, an individual 
may make a bequest of a remainder 
interest that represents an undivided 
portion of his entire interest in the 
property. This latter exception applies 
in a situation where the decedent is the 
remainderman of a trust created by 
someone else (after a private life estate) 
and he gives a portion of the remainder 
to a 501 (c) organization. An income tax 
deduction would be allowable. 

Conclusion 

Whenever an individual considers a 
charitable contribution, whether it be 
made during his lifetime or following 
his death, a basic understanding of the 
tax rules in this area is essential to attain 
maximum tax benefits. Wading through 
tax rulings can be a laborious and con- 
fusing task. It is hoped this article has 
outlined the principal categories in- 
volved in contributions which will ena- 
ble the philanthropists, with the aid of 
his lawyer and accountant, to enjoy not 
only the humanitarian aspect of his giv- 
ing but also some relief from taxation. 
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Transatlantic Balloon Crossing Commemorated 



The French Mint has struck a 72mm diameter medal commemorating the first gas balloon to 
cross the Atlantic Ocean, "Double Eagle II." Piloted by three American balloonists — Max 
Anderson, Larry Newman, and Ben Abruzzo — Double Eagle II flew across the ocean from 
Presque Isle, Maine, to Miserey, Normandy, France, in 137 hours, 5 minutes, and 50 seconds for 
a total distance of 5,001.22km (approximately 3106 miles). 

Sculpted by Yvette de la Fremondiere, the medal is available in bronze or silver. Its obverse 
depicts the Double Eagle II in free flight. To the balloon's right are the dates 12 August/ 17 
August/ 1978 in French, with name of the craft below. To the left and right of the medal are 
outlines of the American and European coasts. Portraits of the balloonists are shown on the 
reverse with their names above. At the top of the medal is a thin line indicating their North 
Atlantic path from Maine to Normandy; below is inscribed the length and distance of the flight. 
Incused in both English and French around the bottom edge is, "First Atlantic Crossing in a Gas 
Balloon." 

Priced at 61.22 francs in bronze or 591.00 francs in silver (approximately $20.35 and $123 U.S. 
respectively), the medals can be ordered from the Administration des Monnaies et Medailles; 
11, Quai de Conti 75; Paris, France.

Numismatists to Converge in Albuquerque, 
Land of Living History 


February 14th through 17th, numismatists from throughout the Southwest and 
across the country who come to the hobby from a myriad of backgrounds will gather 
together at the Albuquerque Convention Center for the American Numismatic 
Association's 2nd Midyear Convention. And what better place for a gathering than 
this land where so many different heritages, cultures, and languages have met and 
combined, much to the enrichment of all. 


For at least 10,000 years, Man has in- 
habited New Mexico. The Sandia Cave 
and Folsona men represent some of the 
earliest evidence of human life on the 
North American continent. Their de- 
scendants, the peaceful agrarian Pueblo 
Indians, numbered perhaps 75,000 
when the Spanish conquistador 
Coronado arrived in 1540. Knowing of 
great Spanish victories over the majestic 
Indian civilizations to the south, 
Coronado had gone north to Nuevo 


Mejico, in search of the untold wealth 
revealed by explorers which sup- 
posedly lay in the Seven Golden Cities 
of Cibola. 

Contrary to discovering gold and 
gems, Coronado found only vast 
"pueblos" whose Indians lived at a 
subsistence level. His report, however, 
led to still further expeditions, and in 
1953 Juan de Onate was given a contract 
for the area's colonization. Santa Fe, the 
present capital of New Mexico, was

founded in 1610. But New Mexico 
would remain largely missionary terri- 
tory until the 19th century. In 1624, 
there was a total of 43 churches and 20 
friars, but only 2,000 Spanish settlers 
who were widely scattered. 

In 1680, the anger of the Indians of the 
pueblos over foreign domination finally 
erupted and in the greatest unification 
ever achieved by the Southwest In- 
dians, they revolted and drove the 
Spanish out, killing many settlers and 
even priests. But their own lackofcom-

petent leadership, along with con- 
tinued drought and famine, left them in 
a weakened position, easily overcome 
by Diego de Vargas when he reoccupied 
the province in 1692, reestablishing 
Spanish rule in 1696. 

The Spanish remained in rule for 
nearly half a century, but it was a period 
which marked their decline as a world 
power. As the warlike tribes of New 
Mexico attacked Spanish settlers and 
peaceful Indians alike, the Spanish gov- 
ernment could offer little protection. In 
1823 New Spain claimed its indepen- 
dence and became the Republic of 
Mexico, gaining jurisdiction over the 
province of New Mexico. But still the 
country's great size and the new gov- 
ernment's own inner struggles limited 
its control. 

The Mexican government did open 
up trade with the United States, and in 
1821 the first caravan was headed along 
the Santa Fe Trail. Trade over the trail 
grew from $15,000 in 1822 to $450,000 in 
1843, and the American vision of West- 
ern expansion began to look even 
further West. On August 5, 1846, during 
the Mexican-American War, the Army of 
the West under Stephen Watts Kearny 
entered New Mexico and took posses- 
sion for the United States. 

While American forces eventually

defeated the warlike Indian tribes, es- 
tablishing the Navaho on a reservation 
in 1868 and the Apache in 1880, the rich 
Indian culture has continued to thrive 
and has helped to instill in the people of 
the Southwest a love and respect for 
skilled craftsmanship. At the Indian 
Pueblo Cultural Center and the 
Museum of Albuquerque, visitors can

see a variety of works representing the 
nineteen pueblos located throughout 
New Mexico. West of the city, high 
amongst five extinct volcanos, are out- 
standing examples of petroglyphs left 
by their ancestors. The Indians, for 
whom art and symbolism have long 
recorded their history, should feel a 
special understanding toward nu- 
mismatics. 

Migration into New Mexico remained 
largely Hispanic until the last half cen- 
tury, and like much of the West, Spanish 
influence was largely responsible for 
the area's growth. The introduction of 
livestock, the mainstay of Western 
economy, Spanish irrigation and 
ranching practices, along with legal as- 
pects of land management and water 
laws, helped to create a viable economy 
for the region. As ANA conventioneers 
will see, New Mexico's Spanish heritage 
is still very much in evidence, whether it 
be in the extensive use of the Spanish 
language, the customs of its people, or 
the prevalence of Spanish architecture. 

Albuquerque, founded in 1706 and 
New Mexico's largest city, had a popu- 
lation of just 11,500 when New Mexico 
became astate on January 6, 1912. While 
the image of New Mexico as part of the 
"Great American Desert" kept Al- 
buquerque's growth at a minimum for 
many years, word of an outstanding 
climate developed its reputation as a 
health resort. ANA convention goers 
should appreciate the mild winter 
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temperature and persistent sun which 
was the inspiration for the numerous 
tuberculosis sanitoriums which were 
built. The establishment of an extensive 
number of government agencies in the 
1930's brought the population up to 
35,000, but it was the establishment of 
the Manhattan District Project at Los 
Alamos in 1942 and its accompanying 
atomic research laboratories which had 
the greatest impact on Albuquerque's 
population and its future. The influx of 
advanced Anglo technology, vast gov- 
ernment monies, and highly skilled 
personnel led to a higher per capita in- 


come and more progressive political 
climate. The population climbed to 
96,815 in 1950, doubling ten years later. 

And so in Albuquerque, perhaps 
more so than anywhere in New Mexico, 
three vibrant cultures have merged to 
create a vigorous society. Indian, 
Spanish, and Anglo have offered the 
best of their vastly different heritages to 
create a cultu re richer than any one. It is 
a lesson well learnt, growth from shar- 
ing, and for members of the American 
Numismatic Association who will gather 
in Albuquerque February 14-17, it is one 
we intend to participate in.

Originated and administered by David R. Cervin , the Roman Coin Project is a program specially designed for junior 
members of the ANA to earn Roman and Byzantine coins for their activities in numismatics. Up to eight coins can be earned, 
four Roman coins in the initial program, and four Byzantine coins in the advanced section. 

In the initial program, the first three coins can be earned from numismatic participation in three of six categories: 
educational presentations, exhibiting, writing, club office, show committee chairmanship, or receiving a badge in numis- 
matics from your youth group. The fourth coin must be earned by completing the ANA's Young Numismatists Correspon- 
dence Course. In the advance program coin number five is earned by signing up a new ANA member, coin number six by 
signing up two additional members, coin number seven for the publication of at least 500 words in a major numismatic 
publication, and coin number eight for planning and executing an exhibit of the coins earned thus far in the program.

William E. Daehn of Oshkosh, Wisconsin, a sophomore at the University of 
Wisconsin, has achieved an RCP first. Bill earned a follis of Justin I, A.D. 517-527, for 
completing the Intermediate Numismatic Correspondence Course, the first to do 
this in the RCP. 


You will recall that with the introduc- 
tion of the INCC an option was intro- 
duced in the advanced RCPforearninga 
Byzantine coin. The original require- 
ment for earning coin No. 6 (the second 
of the Byzantine series) was to sign a 
second and third new member to the 
ANA. A number of juniors are finding 
out this is no easy task. The introduction 
of the INCC offered a nice option by 
which to obtain this hard-to-earn coin 
No. 6, and Bill Daehn is the first to earn 
the coin this way. 

Just how good isthis INCC? Is itworth 
spending time on? If anyone knows, Bill 
does. So let's hear from him on the 
subject of the two correspondence 
courses. 

"I had been collecting coins for eight 
years before I enrolled in YNCC, but I 
still learned many things. Since I mainly 
collect coins, the chapters on paper 
money and medals and tokens were 
especially valuable. The INCC was a 
very educational course. It provided 
chapters on many aspects of numis- 
matics which I knew little or nothing 
about, such as Civil War tokens, med- 
als, obsolete paper money, and 
medieval coinage. The chapters on er- 
rors, patterns, and ancient coins also 


proved interesting. The answer sheets 
for the INCC (which are multiple 
choice) were less time consuming than 
those of the YNCC (which require writ- 
ten answers). I recommend both 
courses to all numismatists — beginner 
or advanced. They are well worth the 
time and money. The certificates I re- 
ceived for completing the courses are 
very nice, too." 

Bill is very close to completing the 
RCP. He earned coin No. 7 with a short 
article in Coins Magazine , and thus 
needs only No. 5 (signing up a new ANA 
member), and No. 8 (exhibiting the 
seven coins previously earned through 
RCP). When he earns his eighth coin, he 
will receive as a bonus an ancient Greek 
coin and a booklet on numismatics. 

Itwould be well to pointout here that 
the connoisseur of Byzantine coins can 
gain an extra Byzantine coin by execut- 
ing both options for earning coin No. 6. 
Who will be the first to do this? Bill 
Daehn? Or maybe you? 

It's nice to hear Bill Daehn's strong 
commendation of the new INCC as well 
as the original YNCC, for indeed these 
two courses are musts for all juniors 
who wish to advance numismatically.

Joel Swope's Store Cards 

During our country's centennial year, 1876, numerous merchants issued store 
cards utilizing one or more "stock" reverses. By using such a standard reverse die, 
the merchant could save the cost of having a special reverse die prepared. The 
"stock" dies offered during this period were, naturally, symbolic of the centennial. 
Although most merchants probably only ordered tokens with one reverse die, the 
manufacturers struck varieties utilizing several reverses for many merchants; un- 
doubtedly this was done to provide additional varieties for collectors, and in most 
instances these varieties are quite rare. Evidently very limited quantities were struck. 



Although most merchants issuing 
these tokens were located in New York 
or Pennsylvania, a few merchants in 
other states also had centennial tokens 


struck. One such merchant was Joel 
Swope of St. Louis, Missouri. A variety 
of Swope's token is listed in Benjamin P. 
Wright's "American Business Tokens" 
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as number 1082; this piece is white 
metal and has the "Libertas Americana" 
reverse. Donald M. Miller's catalog of 
merchants' tokens lists as Missouri 36 a 
variety with the reverse depicting a 
continental soldier, in brass. 

Several years ago I acquired a beau- 
tiful set of these tokens. Although it 
didn't include the variety listed by Mil- 
ler, several unlisted types are rep- 
resented. All are struck in white metal 
except the "Liberty Bell" type, which is 
in both white metal and brass. All re- 
verse types are illustrated here. 

In the July 1979 "Missouri Journal of 
Numismatics" Michael Pfefferkorn pro- 
vides us with some details of Swope's 
business. According to him, a partner- 
ship was formed in 1865 between Swope 
and Joseph and David Levy. They were 
wholesale dealers in boots and shoes, 
doing business under the name Swope, 


Levy and Company. For two years they 
operated at 41 N. Main Street, after 
which they moved to 124 N. Main Street. 
A year later, in 1868, Swope formed a 
new partnership with his brother Isaac. 
Their location was 1012 Broadway until 
1871. 

The year 1871 found Joel Swope the 
sole proprietor of his business, which 
was then located at 2012 Broadway. 
During the next few years Swope moved 
often; the centennial year found him 
listed at311 N.4th Street, the address on 
his token. About five years later he was 
joined in business by his brother Meier, 
and atthattime they operated underthe 
name Joel Swope & Brother. 

With the death of Joel Swope in 1901, 
his brother took control of the firm and 
renamed it Swope Shoe Company. The 
business is still operating in St. Louis at 
905 Locust Street. D.E.S. 


Where Is the Daly Monument? 



The illustrated piece, struck in cop- 
per, is an unusually attractive and well 
executed trade token. Unfortunately 
the merchant didn't see fit to include 
the location of his business on his 
token, except for the street address. 
(And since there are hundreds of towns 
with Main Streets, this is of little help in 
pinpointing the location.) 

R.S. Robinson probably operated a 
saloon, and the 12 V 2 # value could have 



been good for a drink. This denomina- 
tion is frequently encountered on trade 
tokens of the western states; its usage 
on eastern tokens is uncommon. 

The reason for depicting a statue on a 
token of this type is unknown, unless it 
stood in the vicinity of Robinson's es- 
tablishment. It does provide us with an 
excellent clue to the full address of the 
business; does anyone know where the 
Daly Monument is located? D.E.S.

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Two New 1 909-SVDB Lincoln Cent Counterfeits Seen 

It is not unusual for ANACS to see counterfeit coins of different dates struck from a 
common reverse die, the 1867 and 1868 Indian Head cents shown in August being 
only the latest of many examples seen by us. The relatively high cost of making or 
buying a counterfeit die makes this an economic necessity to the counterfeiter, who, 
after all, is in business to make a profit.

Just recently, however, we have seen 
two new counterfeits of the 1909-SVDB 
Lincoln cent which are particularly in- 
teresting in that they were struck from a 
common reverse die but different ob- 
verse dies. The implications of this 
muling are ominous, in that it may mean 
that the counterfeiter used one of the 
obverses for so long that he wore it out. 
A more hopeful explanation is that the 
obverse simply broke, necessitating its 
replacement. 

In any event the reverse die is easily 
identifiable, and the coins struck from it 
can be spotted with a good hand-held 
glass. The major characteristics should 
even be visible after attempts to artifi- 


cially circulate the coin, as appears to 
have happened on one of the two coins 
seen by us. 

The most obvious diagnostics are 
single depressions on each of the N's of 
ONE CENT, near the lower right corner 
of the upper N and the upper right 
corner of the lower N. In each case the 
depressions are near the right edges of 
the letters and presumably represent 
bag marks found on the coin used for 
the counterfeiter's model. Hub 
characteristics show this model coin to 
have been a 1909 VDB cent. 

The N of CENT also shows a dent on 
the left upright of the letter, on the right 
side of this upright just below where it 
joins the diagonal. Though this factor is 
somewhat obscured on the artificially 
circulated coin, a bulge in the right side 
of the upright caused by the dent on the 
model coin is still evident. A pimple of 
raised metal shows in the field between 
the upright and the diagonal, about 
one-third of the way down from their 
juncture. 

Other characteristics include pimples 
of extra metal above the R of PLURIBUS 
and to the left of the O of OF. Die cracks 
connect both of the wheat stalks to the 
rim, but it is not known if these appear 
on all coins struck from these dies or if 
they appear on genuine 1909 VDB coins 
as well. The crack on the left begins at 
the top of the uppermost kernel of 
wheat, while the one on the right begins 
at the right kernel of the second pair of 
kernels down from the top.

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BOLIVIA — UNICEF-IYC Coins Issued 

On September 5, Bolivia signed an agreement to issue both a silver and a gold coin 
as part of the UNICEF-IYC Coin Program honoring the International Year of the 
Child. The .925 silver 200 pesos coin will have a diameter of 38.61mm and weigh 360 
grams. The design of the coin will include a lively depiction of three Bolivian children 
dressed in native costume and playing native musical instruments, along with 
UNICEF and IYC logos. The obverse will bear the seal of Bolivia as well as the 
inscription REPUBLICA DE BOLIVIA. Plans for the 4000 pesos gold proof coin are 
presently being finalized. 

The Bolivian coins are a part of the UNICEF-IYC series of twelve legal tender gold 
proof coins, and approximately thirty legal tender silver proof coins. To date, the 
following countries have agreed in principle to participate in the program : Bahamas, 
Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Dominican Republic, Egypt, Ethiopia, Hungary, 
India, Jamaica, Jordan, Mauritius, Morocco, Mongolia, Nepal, Netherlands — Antil- 
les, People's Republic of China, Philippines, Poland, Seychelles, Turkey, United 
Arab Emirates, Zambia, and the German Democratic Republic. 


COSTA RICA— Children's Year Silver Crown Released 



The Central Bank of Costa Rica has released to circulation a sterling silver high 
value coin to mark the International Year of the Child. The crown sized coin is of 100 
colones denomination, 42mm diameter, 35.0 grams weight, in .925 fine silver, a- 
mounting to a fine silver content of 1.04 troy ounces. 

The reverse design features three baby birds in a nest, awaiting food from their 
parents; the same design was also used for postage stamps of 1, 2 and 20 colones 
values. The obverse design fulfills the requirements for legal tender coins, with the 
name and coat of arms of the republic and the demonimation. 

The Sherritt Mint, Fort Saskatchewan, Canada, produced 100,000 coins for the 
Central Bank, 5,000 proof and 95,000 for general circulation. Proof coins only, 
suitably packaged, are available at $50 (U.S.) each from Costa Rican embassies and 
consulates general in most countries.

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EGYPT — Cairo Mint Revives Proof Coin Issues 



The first proof coins struck at Egypt's Cairo (Abbassia) Mint since 1966 have 
recently been issued, according to International Coins and Currency of Montpelier, 
Vt. Fittingly, the coins are proofs of a 1979 silver 1 pound commemorating the mint's 
25th anniversary. Only 2,000 proofs were struck according to David Wittenberg, the 
firm's specialist. The Cairo Mint had previously struck just six proof issues. 

The coin's obverse, standard to recent Egyptian commemoratives, spells out the 
denomination; the legend, "Arab Republic of Egypt"; and the Moslem and Grego- 
rian dates, 1399 and 1979, in Arabic. Featured on the reverse are the mint building, 
and the obverse and reverse coinage dies within a cog wheel. The dates 1954 and 1979 
appear in Arabic, along with a commemorative inscription. The coins were struck 
with frosted designs against a mirror-like field.

ENGLAND — Guernsey Coin To Be Withdrawn from General Sale 



The Guernsey Royal Visit 25 pence silver proof coin will be withdrawn from general 
sale in North America on December 31 , unless supplies are exhausted earlier. Struck 
by The British Royal Mint to commemorate Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth M's June 28, 
1978, official visit to the small nation, worldwide mintage for this special crown-sized 
coin was strictly limited to only 25,000. North American supplies of these first-ever 
Guernsey Royal Visit coins are quite low and may sell out prior to the off sale date. 

Minted in sterling silver, this legal tender proof condition coin measures 38.6mm 
in diameter and weighs 28.28 grams. The famous Arnold Machin portrait of Her 
Majesty surrounded by the inscription • queen Elizabeth the second • twenty five 
pence is shown in frosted relief on the obverse.

John Paul Jones Sails Again 



An official U.S. Congressionally authorized medal and commemorative U.S. postage stamp 
have been combined for a special Bicentennial commemoration of one of the most famous 
naval engagements in U.S. history, the 1779 sea duel between John Paul Jones' Bonhomme 
Richard and the British frigate Serapis. Jones was victorious over the British in this epic struggle. 

The U.S. Bicentennial celebration is continuing under full sail through the United States 
Capitol Historical Society of Washington, D.C., sponsor of the philatelic numismatic combina- 
tion. Designed and sculpted by Edward R. Grove, the medal half of the Society's PNC depicts 
Jones on the obverse and the Bonhomme Richard /Serapis encounter on the reverse. Jones' 
classic exclamation, "I have not yet begun to fight," appears on both the PNC stamp and medal, 
with an envelope design framing the medal in a stylized silhouette ship. The combination was 
postmarked on September 23, 1979, official first day of issue at Annapolis, Maryland, where 
Jones is buried. 

This is the first official first day medal cover authorized by the United States Capitol Historical 
Society. A limited edition of not more than 5,000 of these issues has been postmarked. 
Collectors may purchase PNCs containing the 1 1/2 inch bronze medal for $15; the 1 1/2 inch 
.999 fine silver issue for $45; and the 1 5/16 inch, 24-karat gold medal for $600. In addition, 
medals may be purchased individually. One troy ounce gold (24-karat) medals with a diameter 
of 1 5/16 inches have been struck and are available in a limited edition of 1000 at $550 each. Three 
inch diameter .999 fine silver medals, containing 9.25 ounces of silver, have been struck in a 
quantity of 3,000 and are offered at $175 each. A three inch bronze issue, limited to 5,000 pieces, 
is priced at $25. And two open editions, a 1 1/2 inch diameter .900 fine silver medal, and a bronze 
piece of the same size, will be made available to collectors at $32.50 and $7.50, respectively.
